Popular Bdacatiou. 

At a time whoa is moro than 
probable that tho doorB of tho Froo 
Sohools must soon bo cIorocJ, in con^ 
Boquonce of llio refusal of llio Govern«- 
ment to oxlund tliotn that uiil which 
tbo Council voted, and to which Ihoy 
have an indispulublo righl, tho fol- 
lowing oxlraot from tho London 
Christian World is exccodingly apropos. 
From what is thoro stated, favorable 
oxpootations arc formed of the Xoqm- 
laiion by tho Kflormcd Parliament 
npoD tho matter of Free Education, in 
-which it is undoniublo Englimd is 
lamentably deficient and far hetiind 
Continental ooantries. How Bad a 
thing it is to refleot that, while wo 
are preparing for a retrogrossivo step, 
the mother country is daily increasing 
the edaoatiooal cdvantagos oil her 
masses : 

" It ifl eatiefactory to see in how 
many dififo'ont ways tho subjoot of 
National Education is lorcing iisolf 
upon the attention of tho LogislaLaro 
and tbo country. Now that tho poo^ 
pie aro about to take an important 
uhare in the Government, tho question 
of their fimesa for tho discharijo of 
tho trust committed to thoin naturally 
arieoB, and tlio conHciouBncas of past 
neglect, and of tlio perils to which it 
may expose the nation, gives addi^ 
tinnal intensity to the desire to repair 
the dofioionoies whose existenoe all 
parties must confess. Tliero was the 
insolent arroganoo of intoHoolual pride, 
as well as tbo exaggeration of vehe- 
ment partisanship, in Mr Lowo'd bitter 
taunt ; but it has awakened an echo 
in the hearts oi many who, while they 
thoroughly disapprove of tho spirit iu 
•which It was uttered, aro constrained 
to admit that it points to tho first duty 
of patriotism in our times. Withi ut 
onloiing inio tho discussion of staiis-" 
tical disputes, or attempting to form 
an ezaot eatimato of the educational 
reqairements of the country, wo may 
at loas'. take it for granted that very 
much needs to bo done before Englnnd 
comes up lo iho standard of Coniiuent- 
al radons or of her own de-icendants 
in America. 2<o doubt there will bo 
Bome to tell us that a man's education 
is not ail carried on in the school- 
room, and tha*- the Englishman, un- 
cultured i liongh lio bo, is f.ir Bupoi ior 
to the people wlio, if they have more 
bookKlearning, have less independence 
and less good souse. But this argu- 
ment is only a specimen of oar 
" Philistine" ao f conceit, and if it 
were true than it is, would really 
prove nothing unless tho man who 
employs it is prepared lo show that a 
better stylo of uduoalion would de- 
prive our follo-v cilirons of those hiuh 
qua'iliea wbich wo uro so fond of at- 
tribating to them. The fact is, and 
the moro speedily and more frankly 
wo roulizo it iho bmier, the coiidiiion 
of great mansoB of our pi'Ofilo in an 
Titter disgrace to our cIviliziiMon, and 
one of ibo greatest blots upon imr syH- 
tem of fri'o government. It is t'uo 
that nowhere has tho voluntary zi!al 
of individuals, prompted by lolig'ous 
and philanthropic iiiotivo-', dune so 
much ; but nowhere has the action of 
the Goveinment done so little. The 
highest credit that can be dairaed for 
^j^J^jgislature it> thai it has eROOur.. 
private benevolence ;*bWofiP'y.ri8 of 
is but a poor apology for fau't« and 
sboricominfrs which hav'^ left us, so far 
as a large portion of liie popnlai ion is 
coticoined, wiih all our wealih. arnJ 
freedom, oar anc ent scbolasi ic founda- 
tions, and our vast resources, one of 
the worst-educated people in Europe. 
Loijking ai. tlio present Kystuin of 
grants lor tho purjioso of education, 
wo see very liMlo on which wo can 
congiatulato curBi'lvoi. It is costly, 
it is inefiiuiont, it is to a large extent 
exolaeive. It cariies on the taoe ot it 
all the faults arising Iroin our foolish 
disl'ke of system on the one hand, and 
our iattn^e Bectarianismon the other."

Editor C0LONI8T : — Allow ma to add to 
m; loiter of last week a few faota in illustra- 
tion of tbo position I then malntaioed. Be- 
fore tbe steamsr Sir Jai. Duaglas was put on 
this preaent servloe, Governor Kennedy 
Tieited all tbe settlements on tbe east coast. 
He oonveised ireuly with the setilera and ao- 
qnainted himself Ihorouubly with their in- 
terests. Uq was eurprified iind griuifiud to 
find, after what bo had before Imurd to tbo 
CoDtrnry, the great extent of lund udnptod to 
agricultural and stock-foodiDg purpoaoa. flu 
lamarked of Cowichao uloiio, " that there 
■was hind enough there lo fiod (ifiy Ihouaiind 
people." And be lamented that suoii dis- 
tricts aboald be destitute of direct oommani< 
•ation with tbe Yintoria market. Tbe im- 
portant qaealion of building a waggon«road 
was mooted, bnt tbe great expense of doing 
this stood in the way. Yet it was seen io bo 
indiepeDsabio that some means should be pro* 
▼idod for sonding produon regularly to tho 
market, and of thus beuoliting the sottlus 
meats, and at thu suine time kouping ibu 
money in the Colony, which wu hud been 
wont to Blind to our ntighbors, Tbo alouinur 
Douglas was tbcrcforu put nn nod Bubsidibod 
■a a mail ateamer. Tho oouevqucace was, 



as iVlr Smitbe in bis letter of Tuesday morn- 
ing truly remarks, these aettlemeuia made 
"renewed and vigorona eSorts, displaying 
wonderful and praiseworthy energy," so 
that during the past year foreigu batter has 
been nearly shut out of the market — tbe 
supply of biicon at one part ol season was 
lieyond the demand — hundreds of hogs have 
bi!i!ii shut up lor sluughter. From Dotterel's, 
tiinn and oihora at Cowiohen, nod from 
Stuifurd's funii at Ohumainus, beef oaltia 
biivo been euppliod of n quality that , would 
have compared favorably with those of oar 
richest grazing disiriota in tbe old oountry. 
Potatoas and other vogolablea have beeo io 
oonatant supply, while I am informed on 
good nuihurity that no loroign grain has been 
imported ninciu the lust barvoBt. These facts, 
Mr Editor, upoak lor thamsolves. The 
teiiloiiieniK are in a thriving condition, ond, 
ua Mr Smiibe observes, "it dons saom bard 
that tbo hopes of tho hardy fellows who bare 
Hatilod in tho wili'orness should ruthlessly be 
du^hnd to tbo ground jast when thing* aro 
bc;;iiining to brighten." On tbe mainland 
tboy have splendid roads to their ample 
prairies, but here we havb not at present 
even a trail to drive a bullook over, for tbe 
old trail over tha mountains is blocked by 
fallen limber and brolcoa down bridges. 
Tha que-tioii really is, shall the Colony go 
ahead or not ? Wo may talk hopefully ol 
Ounfodcration and other schemes; but wo 
m ly depend tbat if ibe line of policy which 
wo deprocato is followed, no other cbauge 
v/ill biigbteo tbo future of oar beautiful Isle. 
The expense of tbe boat baa been dwelt npon; 
bat what is this in comparison with the good 
she 18 doing to tbe Oolony la general in 
stimulating tbe development of onr natural 
resources^ There are expenses which might 
with advantage be reduced, I refer to the 
Oulifornia Muil Subsidy. Wo can now send 
letters to England every Vfeek via Port 
'I'uwusend, on the Sir James Douglas, and, 
by givini: proper attention to tbe subject, 
[winch u'c hope will be done when the Council 
again mecls} the letter bags from England 
might ba brought to the abovo named port, 
wbencs the steamer Douglas might tetob 
tbom and thus save $600 or 700 per mail, 
a considerable item in these times. Only 
let as make onr policy a little in keeping 
with tbe beauty of our country and the far« 
tility of our soil and we aball become a 
Colony in which any rigbtminded man 
might wish to dwell.

Supreme Courtt 

[Boforo His Lordship Chief Jiutico Ketdhaml 



Hamlet/ vi. Baranovies--Tbla caao came 
on for trial on Tuesday, and was terminated 

yesterday by a verdict in favor of the do- 

lenduDi. 

Mr Ring and Mr Wolkem, instructed by 
Mr Poarkes, for tho plointiH; Mr MoCreigbt, 
instrucicd by Messrs Drake & Jackson, (or 
delenduot. 

'I'ha action was brought to recover a 
penalty of .£100. for smuggling goods in 
liri'ish Columbia at Metlakutbia, in the be- 
ginning of tbo month of March last. Tha 
di fence rested ou iwoKroonds; first, that the 
delendiiot di 1 not commit tbe oQiance charged; 
fecondly , that it h» had dona so it would 
have been no (iQerico, as tho goods wore 
hroughl Irora Vicluria, at tbat tirao ooited to 
British Ouluinbia, and that no dotiea were 
legally chatgevble on gouds going from one 
part of Briilsh Columlda to tbe other. Tha 
evideneo on bariait of tho Crown was coo- 
(ined lo dcfxiiiiiiona of an informer and two 
fii'liaris, which were read to the Court. After 
u di-cuHrtiuu biitween the Counsel as (0 tbe 
admissibility of this evidence, no proof hav 
Int; been brought ibul tbe witnesses were out 
ol iba jurisdiction, ibe Jud{;e decided to ad 
init the evidence. The evidence for ihe de- 
leiioo WHS the deponition of u man w'lo had 
liecM Culled lor the Criwn when the case 
oiimo up in Ihe f-'olica Court to tbe elleci 
iliiii the deleiidaot did not stop at Met- 
liikatlilii at ull, but this witoeas tbe Crown 
ilid uot th nk proper to call. The da 
fendant himself was then pat into the box, 
nnd alter he bad civen some immaterial facta, 
Ibo ( ounce! for Iba plaintifl objected lo the 
reception ol Ins temirniHiy, as this was io the 
iiiiiure of u ci irniiiiil prosecution ; tha learn- 
ed Jiidi.'M thereupon rejected his testimony. 
Ol her evidence was llien called by the de- 
fendant, ihat Moiioviich, the informer, bad 
threatened to do the defendant an injury be- 
fore bo went up on the last trip ; and also 
,Metl^kiithlii''wS{fj;„. called to prove thai 
riiika, and that a vor<sel wou'id"h*av'i"Pu 
baek out tjf l a way lo reach there. 

Ibe learned C unsal (or tbe defendant 
iniide a very able address to tho jury, and 
pointed out the flimsy evidence brought 
forward for Ihe prosecution, eaymg 
that if Metlokalbia was out of the juriadio- 
lion for the purpose o( admilting evidence, 
it miisl bo out of tho jurmdiciion lor tho 
purpose ot nn ollcnoo Hgainst Customs law; 
tio dwell on tbo absurdity of colleoitog tWO 
Heta ol duiiea ulter Ibo onion, pointing out 
most forcibly iha injustice tbat such a pro- 
poaiiino would inflict un all tbe commercial 
community, and ihut the L^glHlalivo Council 
tliciDselvn,^ hrtw th'i improj rie\._, of it wben 
lliey piii'Hed I lie uct, in .March, to ii.-=,)(,f ti,y 
pievioiia e.\ae^ ioijs legal, uiid concliidbi 
t-liowiiii; ihiit ihe proceedings o( the Colloc- 
tiir 1)1 CmhIomih were very harah in having 
seized the pohoooer beloogiog to tbe defend- 
ant, some months ago, nod kept him from 
earning Iiis bread. 

The Judge »uinmed up tho whole case in 
lavor ol tile plainiiU, and gave it as his opinion 
ibiit ilie eollucii'jii of douiile dulica waa oon- 
leiiiphited by llie act of Union, and told tho 
jury Ihat if ihey found that the goods hod 
been landed at M -^tlakathla, then that the 
defendant was liable. 

The jury did not leave Iho box, and foand 
a verdict for the deleiidunt on all counts, 
expresying Ibuir opinion that the oollocliou 
ol double duties was uiijuslifiable. A quea- 
lion wu8 raised by tho Counsel for tho 
pluinlili R3 lo Ihe propriety of the Judge 
certifying that there was good cause for tho 
piainiill bringing bis noiiun in order to avoid 
liie necessity of paying damages lo tbe do- 
lendanl. This was reserved for further ar- 
gument. '

San FaiNOiaoo, Not. 21. — Advices by 
tbe Great Bepnblio report Ibat Stanger, 
late defaulting manager of the San Fraucisco 
Sugar Refinery, upon bis arrival in China, 
represented himself as the tnauager and agent 
of the refinery. The merclmnts gave a grand 
buDquet to Lim and treated him with the ut- 
most consideration. Ho plajed hia oppor- 
tunity for all it was worth, chartered two 
ves'cls to load with sugar at Manilla for the 
Refinery, discharged their ogent in Obina 
and appointed a new one, and finally drew 
drafia upon Han Franoiaco to tbo amonol of 
six thoasand dollars, and got them cashed. 
He undoubtedly absconded again before in- 
telligence of bis rascality reached China. 

The customhouse authorities have poized a 
large quantity of opia'i , on hoard the Great 
Rapublio, which tbo Chineae passengers had 
attempted to smuggle into this comilry, Tbe 
drug was packed into small tin bo-xos and 
aeoreted within tho staves of tubs. 

Two hundred eaiea of absinthe, shipped 
from France on the Gironde, and two hundred 
caaea Imported on tbe Resolve, have been 
leiaed for violation of Ibe revenue law. It 
is charged that the packages contain less 
than thirty gallons, the capacity presoribed 
by law. 

The P. M, S. S. Co. are mnking orrange- 
CDGota to erect one of Iba now (og whistles on 
Point Bonita, north ol Fori I'oiiit. 

Last evening, as the ferry steuraBr Wnahne 
was coming over from Oakland, and was within 
a short dietance of the landing, she was run 
into by the barkeotine Monitor, which was 
sailing up tbe harbor. Tbe night was very 
dark, and it is atated tbat the Monitor had 
no lights displayed, bo that tbe officers of tbe 
Washoe did not perceive her till it waa too 
lata to stop the vessel or change her course 
so as to avoid a collision. Tbe Washoe was 
struck aft on the starboard side, tbe pilot 
house carried away by tha Monitor's bow- 
sprit, the wheel houao stove in and the after 
edgo of the hurricano deck considerably 
broken up. Tho officers of tbo Washoe say 
that the steamer whistle anDounciog her ap- 
proach had jast been blown. Ouo man was 
iojured, named J. R Botaford, a oompoaitor 
in the IVmes office, whose family reside at 
Oakland Point He was struck by a spar, 
or fome other part of tbe Monitor's rigging, 
while Btanding on tbe bnrricane deck of the 
Waahoe. Mr. Botaford received a aevere 
wound on tbe top of hia bead, and the akull 
is Ihongbt to be fractured. 



The interest excited by the Fontaine 
bleau murder does not diniiniali, and its 
morbid manifestations surpass those wit.

And, 
truly cnongh, a party of f^entleinoii ami 
ladies were sealed in a circle on the grass 
around tho sinister spot. A meat pie had 
just been opened on the very spot whore 
the head of tbe nnhnppy woman was 
eaten by the maggots. The guide as- 
sured me that one of tho greatest pleas- 
ures of these excursionists was, uftcr lliuir 
dessert, to get a lady of the [larty to 
stretch herself out in *be position and on 
the exact points of ground on which the 
body was found lying ; tlii;y cover her 
face with a parasol ; tliey pliiee aroiiiul 
her the gloves, a fan, a lianilkercliief, aiiiJ 
they perform tiie scene of thu diseovery, 
failing that of the murder. Jt is very 
new, very iiigeiiioii,s, and very amusing.

A lore 
scene between Clara and Barkis (Mr B F

sents his 8w,.elne38 wLlh a young shoat, was 
capitally rendered ; but it was as Sir 'Arry in 
ttio farce that Mr Callirghain shone in his 
best light.
